Rhoads said there would be a 
“total revamping of the firearms 
policy — additions and deletions. We 
want everyone in this department 
who carries a weapon to know what 
we want.” 

Asked if he thought the looseness 
of the current order in some way 
might have been responsible for the 
shooting of William Ray, Rhoads 
replied, “I don't know. But if it did, 
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a day — we always hope not — _ but 
there’ll come a day when an officer 
will have to take a life.” 

By late yesterday afternoon a mes- 
sage from Rhoads about the impend- 
ing change in the firearms regulation 
was being read at rollcalls in each 
precinct in the county. 

In part, Rhoads' statement said: 
“This more restrictive general order 
is being imposed because it is imper- 
ative that no one be needlessly slain 
or injured by a Prince George’s 
County police officer. All officers 
may be assured, however, that the 
order will be drafted in such a way 
that their lives and the lives of others 
will not be exposed to further jeop- 
ardy.”
